Operation, She 
Faces Prison 


LOS ANGELES (/P)—With 
apparently no money to pay for 
the operation, Mrs. Georgette 
Brucks faces sterilization or 
one to 14 years in state prison.

“It was made a condition of 
probation at her own request 
ena her attorney’s (Walter An- 
derson),” the jurist said. Mrs. 
Brucks also agreed to surren- 
der two of her other children 
for adoption. 

The judge said he has been 
swamped by telegrams and 
phone calls since the ruling. 

The jurist said nearly all the 
calls have been requests for 
adopting her son, Donald. He 
said one man called him by long 
distance twice yesterday from 
Centralia, Ill., seeking adoption.
